A Million People See Bodies of Naval 


Heroes Borne on Flag Draped Cais­ 


sons Through New York Streets to 


Brooklyn Navy Yard. 


New York, May 12.—T hirty women 
and children w ere h u rt in a n ear panic 
when the crowd of 00,000 persons a s ­ 
sembled at the funeral services for tile 
m en who died in the taking of Vera 
Cruz, pushed forw ard to pet a closer 
view of the flag-draped cask ets in which 
‘he bodies lay. 
T he crush began ju st as th e last 
n o u s of the bugles, blowing “ta p s,” 
died out, and the party on the apeak 
era' stand, with P re sid en t W ilson us 
the central figure, had sta rted to leave 
the yard. 
Until tiiat tim e the g reat throng had 
stood m otionless, silent and uncom ­ 
plaining in tile heat. As though a t a 
signal, th ere was a general surging of 
the crowd and the line of guards wra* 
pushed 
inw ard. 
P erso n s 
n ear 
the 
sp e a k e rs’ stan d w ere crushed h elpless­ 
ly ag ain st it. B luejackets, sensing the 
danger, rushed to the center of th e lit­ 
tle cleared space iu which the ca sk e ts 
lay, joined h ands and form ed a reso­ 
lute circle around the dead. 
.Marines, sailors and the police th en 
forced tile crowd back. 
The injured 
w ere taken to the m arine hospital, in 
the navy yard, w here they were tr e a t­ 
ed for m inor cuts and bruises. No one 
was seriously hurt. 
T h e d em onstration, which w as one 
of the m ost rem ark ab le ever held In 
New York city, cam e to an end with 
th e d ep a rtu re of the bodies of th e h e­ 
roes for th eir hom es am id scen es re ­ 
plete with dram a, tragedy and com edy. 
Prior to th a t the city, sta te and the 
nation had paid an eloquent trib u te to 
the fallen sailors and m arines. 
For four miles, through 
th e 
city 
streets, the funeral 
cortege 
passed. 
T h ere wore sev en teen caskets, m o u n t­ 
ed on seventeen caissons. In tw o «rt 
the ml * w ere 
the > iPhtLadelphia m ile r 
boys, George McMonzie P oinsett, w ho 
was orth lady a ile mod by S ecre tary of 
th e Navy Daniels in his speech a s be 
lug the first to give up his life nu MeX- 
I an soil, and C harles Allen Sm ith. 
P erhaps a million persons saw th e 
cask ets borne from th e 
B attery, in 
lower M anhattan, to th e navy yard in 
Brooklyn. T he procession was nearly 
two hours in passing. 
M ayor John Purroy Mitchel d eliv er­ 
ed a eulogy upon th e dead when the 
procession reached th e city hall. 
T h e religious cerem ony at tile navy 
>ard was m ore Im pressive, if possible, 
than was the sight of the slow m oving 
cortege. 
“ I was never in a battle or under 
fire,'* said 
P re sid en t Wilson in his 
brief AfldrtMw. “ but I fancy it is just 
as hard to do your duty when m en ar* 
stUM-ring at you. for when thee shoot 
al you they take* your n atural life, an I 
when they sneer at you they w ound 
your heart.” 
"W o have gone to M exico/' he said 
in an o th er part of his address, “to 
•rye m ankind lf we eau find the wa .
